Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or make obvious "deciding at least one of (1 ) an information amount of the 
first reproduced signal continuously transmitted from the head to the buffer memory and 
(2) an information amount of the second reproduced signal continuously transmitted 
from the head to the buffer memory on the basis of a given relation among parameters 
including (a) a time interval taken by the head to move from the first place to the second 
place as viewed on one of the first and second signal recording layers, (b) a time 
interval taken by the head to move from the second place to the first place as viewed on 
one of the first and second signal recording layers, (c) a time interval taken by the head 
to move its focus from the first signal recording layer to the second signal recording 
layer, (d) a time interval taken by the head to move its focus from the second signal 
recording layer to the first signal recording layer, (e) the first transfer rate, (t) the second 
transfer rate, and (g) the third transfer rate" in combination with the other features of the 
claims.
